DEFENSE IS SCORING 


Mew York, Oct. 19.—Jack Rose and 


'TJridgie" Weber, two of the state's wit- 
nesses against Lieut.

Washed a Second Tims. 


A wheel elevator fashioned much after 


the style of the old water wheels used 
in pioneer days for grist mills,-carries 
the beets from the flumes to a washer, 
and from this they are taken by a screw 
conveyer to the highest point in -the fac- 
tory, where the real process • of sugar 
making begins. 


As an. abstract proposition the most 


reasonable course that would suggest 
itself to the uninitiated would be to 
crush the beets, press the pulp, extract 
the water,. much

method of producing cider, boil it and 
take out the sugar. 


But this is not done. The beets are 


never crushed. 
They are put "through 


a network jof knives and shredded, then 
they go into ^he .diffusion department, 
where they are placed' in, a battery of 
cells and hot water run through them

Crane -for Unloading. 


While • forks of a special design are. 


-used -for unteading beets from wagons, 
.the company has at-the plant a crane 
that-is called into use for transferring 
beets from cars to-the bins. This will 
handle thirty tons of beets in half an 
hour. It has a locomotive attachment 
Si is also used in unloading coal. 


Although every effort of the most in- 


genious and scientific minds has been en- 
listed in the saving of waste, the fact 
remains that one-fourth of the sugar is 
lost. This goes into molasses that is 
not palatable, because all of the im-.

If it goes'into bags; the open end is

$675 and that sews up the end of a sack 
in much less time than it takes to tell 
about it. • Kelt the product goes to a 
tiering machine that .set the company 
back $774, but which is operated by elec- 
tricity and requires the services of only 
one man, who can store all the sugar and 
elevate it as high as occasion demands. 


The big factory also has in connection 


a laundry of practically the same ca- 
pacity as the ordinary city institution. 
So much heavy 
canvas 
is used for 


screening that the laundry is a neces- 
sity, as one of the first requirements 
of sugar making is the utmost cleanli- 
ness. This applies to all parts of the 
factory, from • the stokers to the main 
office. 


Burns Its Own Lime. 


In the process of sugar making car- 


bon gas and lime are necessary. 
The 


lime is used for removing the impurities 
and the carbon gas for precipitating | 
them into immense vats, through which 
the sugar waste passes before it is finally 
condensed. 


Just how much lime can be produced 


is the one thing about the whole big 
works that M. Hubbard didn't know, but 
it is a big industry all by itself. 


Firemen Have Easy Job. 


Automatic stokers that carry the coal

The illustration above represents a 


type iif truck rcccnUy introduced at the 
Fort Wayne Electric works and which 
will in a year or two be in general use 
in big manufacturing plants, wholesale 
stablislimentH and 
freight and other 


warehouses where products and raw ma- 
terial are. carted about to any extent. 
The trucks shown in the picture arc 
seven feet long, four feet wide and about 
twenty-two inches high. They hnve a 
capacity of upwards of 2.000 pounds, arc 
driven by electric power and can move, 
if necessary, at the rate of ten miles an 
hour. The chauffeur, as shown in the 
picture, stands upon a little platform 
itt one end of the truck, throwing on the 
current I./ pressing down with his foot 


the pedal, which is shown in the hori- 
zontal position it occupies when the cur- 
rent is ofT. At the side of the chauffeur 
are two levers, one regulating the speed 
of the truck and the other operating Ha 
steering apparatus. These trucks are so 
arranged that they can be turned on 
very small space and they can easily 
enter any of the shop or elevator doors 
of the big plant. They arc employed in 
delivering raw material to tho machines 
and carrying away the finished .products 
or in carting material from one part of 
the grounds or buildings to another. In 
this way they are a great labor saver, 
performing a work that with the old- 
fashioned hand trucks a- -half-dor.cn or 
more laborers were necessary.

_On the spot where now stands 
the 


Uuited States government building the 
po*toffic« building, as it is best known 
—at'the southeast corner of Clinton 
and Bern- streets, once stood the First 
Presbyterian church. That was thirty 
years ago, in 1582. 


And thirty-seven years before that, 


in 1845, ou this same spot, stood a log 
bouse of the pioneer type, which was 
iDoved aw»y 
to 
give" place to this 


church building, erected there and com- 
pleted in 1846. Immediately east, at 
that .time, was another log house oc- 
cupied for some years by a. Mrs. Brown, 
and then, probably a short distance 
east of the present Majestic theater 
site, was the home of Robert Hood, 
man who was widely known. 


It was a disastrous fire that paved 


the way for the erection of the govern- 
ment building. 
It was the destruction ! 


of the edifice of the First Presbyterian 
congregation, its second temple of wor- 
ship and a building which in its con- 
struction in 1846 had cost thousands of 
dollars, for it was one of the largest 
Protestant churches in 1'ort Wayne at 
the time of its completion. 


Burned in Dead of Winter. 


It was in the dead of winter that this 


First Presbyterian church edifice was 
destroyed, the night of December 26, 
18S2. It was a fire yet fresh in 
the 


minds of many of the old residents, 
well remembered by Henry Hilbrecht. 
who then, as now, was thc'chief of the 
Fort Wayne fire department. 


It was on a Saturday night. Late 


in the afternoon of that day the jan- 
itor, William Shoemaker, was at the 
church placing it in condition for the 
Sunday services the next day nud sLirt- 
ing the fire in the large furnace that 
heated the building, for the choir of 
the church was to practice that even- 
ing in the auditorium. 
He left 
the 


building to go to his home about 4:31) 
o'clock. 


Mr. Shoemaker had been the janitor 


of tho church for twenty-four years. 
Tie felt snro when he left that every- 
thing was all. right, but returning two 
hours 
afterward, at G:30 o'clock, he 


discovered by the brilliant light within 
that the interior of the church was 
afire, and hastily summoned the fire 
department, which wns located diagon- 
ally across the street iu the old engine 
house that fronted on Court street at 
the corner of Berry. 


The department 
was quick to re- 


spond. Within a few mornouts the old 
steamers, the "Anthony Wayne" and 
Ihe "Charley Zollinger." were at work 
fighting the flames. But it was too 
late. The fire had worked its way up 
into the steeple. It was all ablnze, as 
was also the roof and the interior of 
thn building. 


In the steeple hung the old bell, and 


Boon it came tumbling down, broken 
into many piece?, which curiosity-in 
rlincd people afterward carried... away 
us relics. And then, despite the heroic 
work 'of the firemen, about everything 
wooden in 
the 
building burned. HIP 


walls -fell with'a crash and the o!(" 
Presbyterian olniroh was in ruins. 


Erected in 1846. 


The church edifice, as has been stated 


was erected in 1R46. Before "that timi 
the concrrceation had a frame structure

It was 


built in 1837. Only a few weeks ago, 
in connection with an article concerning 
the meeting in this city of tne 
Fort 


Wayne Presbytery, the'Sentinel repro- 
duced a picture of this pioneer cburci: 
building. It stood about where now re-. 
side Mrs. George W. Ely and Monroe 
W. Fitch, a handsome double dwelling 
house. 


It soon became too small for the rap- 


idly 
growing 
congregation 
and 
the 


building of thn second church was the 
result. The new site, lots 113 and 114, 
in the 'original 
plat, were purchased 


from Henry L. Ellsworth and wife. The 
deed bears date of November IT, 184f>, 
and the consideration was Sl.loO. They 
were vacant lots, with a frontage of 120 
feet on Berry and 150 on Clinton. 


The new edilico was a brick structure, 


the front 
entrance 
being on Berry 


street. 
The basement *was ready for 


occupancy early in the year 1847. 
At 


thnt time Bcv. H. S. Dickson was pas- 
tor. 
The building was afterward en- 


larged. 
This was during the pastorate 


of Rev. Dr. John 31. Lowrie, who re- 
mained as pastor of the church until 
his death'iu September of 1867. 


At the time of the burning of the 


church Rev. Dr. David W. MolTat was 
the pastor, having assumed the position 
in May of 1872. After the fire the con- 
gregation held sen-ices for a while in 
the court room of the court house, and 
afterward 
in 
the Acduth Areshalom 


Temple, the Jewish church on West 


Wayne street. 
Here they 
worshiped 


until their present splendid church ai 
the corner of Clinton and Washington 
streets wa» ready for occupancy. 


The Old Site Was Sold ' 


The congregation having determined 


to seek a new location, the old church 
property at th« 
corner of 
Berry and 


Clinton, the two lots, was sold to the 
United States government. 
The deed, 


bearing date of July 17. 1883. shows 
that $25,000 was the purchase price lor 
the two lots. On the burned 
church 


building the 
congregation received nn 


insurance of $15,000 and $3,500 on thn 
church organ, which was one that hud 
only been purchased a short time be- 
fore the fire. 


It was some five months after' this 


property had been sold to the govern- 
ment that tho»congregnti6n completed 
the purchase of a new loction for erect- 
ing its temple of worship. This was on 
December 7. 18S3. the deed filed show- 
ing that the price paid was $12,000. 
The purchase was from John Taylor, 
lots 183 and 184 in the original plat, 
at the northeast corner of Clinton and 
Washington. 
This is just two squares 


south of the old location. 


Here the congregation erected an edi- 


fico thnt originally cost, as was stated 
soon after its completion. .$6o.S75. 
In- 


cluding the pipe. organ, the. pews. the. 
furnishings, etc.. the cost at that time 
totalled $31,855. Worship was begun in 
the lecture room on the first Sunday of 
October, 1885, and in the auditorium on 
May 1, 18S6. 


The GoTernmeat Building. 


The erection of the government build- 


ing on this old church site at the cor- 
ner of Berry and Clinton streets was 
begun in the parly part of tho year 
18S4 and completed nnd ready for oc- 
cupancy in February of ISSfl.' William 
Kaough w;i« tiio postmaster of Fort 
Wayne at that time and it wa* on the 
nipht of February 14, ISffl, that, the 
poptofficc was 
moved 
into the new 


building. It had for a number of years 
been on the east side of Court street, 
uiidwny 
between 
Berry 
and 
Main, 


whore now is located on the alley a 
restaurant. 


The first supervising superintendent 


in the erection of this postofTiec build- 
ing was Col. Hcorgc Humphrey. 
After 


the work had progressed as far as the 
laying of the supports for the srvond 
lloor he was 
relieved 
and Christian 


Bosekp.r appointed. The ground floor at 
the time of its completion was eighty- 
five feet square and the top of the roof 
sixty-fife foot above ground. 
It was 


afterward enlarged by additions. 


Tho building 
rost 
in 
its erection 


about n qnnrtej; of a million of dollars. 
The cost of the site, as shown by the 
deed of thn First Presbyterian church 
to the govornrapnt. bearing the dnto. of 
.Inly 17. 1SSS. was S23.000. 
Thp site 


today, the 
real 
estate alone, would 


probably be valued at somnthins like 
¥75.000 or SSO.OOil. Those, however, are 
only the figures of 
n newspaper re- 


porter. They might not pass the judg- 
ment of a locally posted real estate 


man. 
Comparing (his prive with HIP 


prices previously paid for tho s:imc land 
it will be se«!n how real estate "has riz" 
in value, in the last twenty-nine and 
sixty-seven years. 


Thp government building as it looks 


today is shown in I'm* picture accom- 
panying this articlp. The building soon 
across the street, at t!ip southwest cor- 
ner of Berry and Clinton, is that in 
which the Citizens' Trust company is 
located. Its sito in the older picture is 
apparently a lot. the corner of which 
is seen, encircled by a fence. 


Buildings of Long Ago. 


Going back in years to the timo when 


this famous 
old 
Presbyterian church 


was built in 1845. nnd a'few years be- 
fore, nno would seo in the surroundings 
of that vicinity n wonderful contrast 
with those of today. 
Wlioro tho Citi- 


zens' Trust company building now is 
stood an old log house. It was for some 
years occupied by the widow of Abaer 
Gcrrard. 
She had a hard struggle, it 


is said, to support her large family of | 
children, all of whom became worthy 
residents. She finally moved to the far 
west. 


Across Berry street at that time, op- 


posite the present site of the govern- 
ment building and the Majestic theater, 
was what was known as "the Willow 
swamp." 
It covered tba whole square 


and was under water almost tho whole 
year and impassible except when frozen 
over. 
Fish were found in it in abun- 


dance and up to during the early fifties 
it was no deep that canoes could be 
rowed over the waters. Two deer were 
killed there in the latter years of the 
forties. 


In after years this square was used 


as a big lumberyard. It was there in 
January of 1855 that a noted murder 
occurred, the killing of n man named 
Durnn, for his money, by Madden, Keef- 
er and Eomine. 
It was a bloody and 


brutal murder and Madden and Keefer 
were afterward hanged for it. 
They 


were executed together on the 
gallows, the execution taking pl«a n 
April 27, 18B5. 


School in Church BiMmra. 


In the basement rooms of thin oM 


Presbyterian church of 1845-82 pritate 
schools were taught for a numb*r of 
year*. Many yet living attended school 
there and recall the happy days. OM 
of the 
teachers 
recalled by a *nB- 


known lady of the preient WM * Mr*. 
McFadden. 


A private school was aUo eon4vwt*d 


in the Presbyterian church of the y«»ri 
before, the one built in 18ST farther 
east on Berry street. It WM wed for 
some time as a church by the Lnthtr^ 
an:, the Bev.A. T. Ruudn preaching 
there. 
The school there at 
different 


timei wai taught by Rer. W. W. Ste- 
vens and Alexander Me. Junkin. Near 
this old building iras the honte in irhich 
Rev. Jeiw Hoover, a pionetr Lutheran 
minister, lived.

Edmund J. James, president of the 


University of Illinois, ig authority for the 
declaration that many of the failures of 
college student* are due to liquor and to- 
bacco.
